“All I ever intended to do was 
scare them and hold up the 
place,” he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. ‘I became frightened 
when Mrs. Seal ran, and | 
started shooting.” 


The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. | | 


Seal were found yesterday aft- 
ernoon in their store, the Nor- 
wood Market, 6026 Dupre ave- 
nue, «Ferguson. This is about 
two blocks from Kunkel’s home 
at 6154 Payne avenue. Mr. and 
Mrs, Seal, each 55 years old, 
had known the Kunkel boy all 
his life. 
Shot and Stabbed. 

Seal had been shot twice in 
the back and once in the right 
arm. He also had been stabbed 
20 times in the chest and five 
times in the back. His wife had 
been shot in the head and left 
shoulder and stabbed 27 times 
in the chest. 


Kunkel was arrested yester- 
day in Florissant after discovery 
of the bodies. He was driving 
Seal’s automobile. 

Following prolonged question- 
ing, he admitted the crime. and 
was booked suspected of murder 
at the county jail in Clayton. He 
was transferred to the juvenile 
home later. 

Prosecuting Attorney Norman 
H. Anderson conferred today 
with Circuit Judge .Michael J. 
Carroll, who is sitting in juve- 
nile court, to determine whether 
Kunkel will be prosecuted as an 
adult. He will be 17 years old 
March 19. 


Judge Carroll announced that 
he would study the evidence be- 
fore making a determination. He 
may also order a “psychiatric 
and pyschological examination” 
of the boy, he said.

Thus, advocates of cloture fell 
22 votes short of getting the 
necessary vote. With 95 Sen- 
ators voting, 64 would have been 
needed for the required two- 
thirds.

- Filibuster and Sitdown 


America is treating the world to 
two sorrowfully arresting spec- 
tacles. In that great institution, the 
penate, 18 men, carefully organ- 
ized, are filibustering in a desperate 
attempt to block any meaningful 
progress in the solemn business of 
guaranteeing equality of right to all 
American citizens regardless of 
creed or color. 


At the same time, in more than a 
score of cities in the states these 
Senators represent, Negro students 
have begun to assert their economic 
power to win that equality of right. 
Their method has been Gandhian 
and non-violent. They have used 
picketing and sitdown strikes. What 
violence there has been has mostly 
originated with white hoodlums or 
overzealous police. 


But in those states the dominant 
voice hails that appalling waste of 
time, energy and money, the sena- 
torial filibuster against civil rights 
as legal, parliamentary, patriotic, 
while almost hysterically it de- 
nounces the justice-seeking students 
as lawbreakers, agitators, perhaps 
subversives, certainly wretched in- 
grates in the face of the ‘‘progress”’ 
their white neighbors have per- 
mitted their race to make. 

* * 

What our white fellow citizens 
forget to their own hurt and their 
country’s is one of the plainest les- 
sons of history. Any race, group or 
class having made some progress 
against great odds is bound to come 
to a time and a strength when it 
will not tolerate tortuous delay in 
winning fuller justice. 


American Negroes have lived 
through almost a century since 
emancipation from the _ horrible 
bonds of chattel slavery. In city 
after city, not all in the South, they 
are still discriminated against in 
respect to jobs, housing, even the 
right to equality of courtesy in 
lunchrooms and stores where they 
spend their money. Their patience 
has been extraordinary. But as was 
inevitable they are arousing out of 
apathy or despair and doing what 
we praise in all our school books: 
struggling for their own legitimate 
rights. Thank God they are choos- 
ing non-violence, not sabotage or 
furtive violence. 

u * 


And thank God white college stu- 
dents, so long apathetic to great 
issues, are organizing and acting 
to show their sympathy. They are 

telling great chain stores that they 
do not choose to spend their money 
to enhance the wealth of those who 
elsewhere dishonor the American 
democracy by truckling to prejudice 
to gain a few dollars. Now I know 
that love of justice is not dead in 
my country. Those students—and 
the Congress of Racial Equality, 
which aids non-violent struggles for 
justice but did not originate this 
wave of strikes—deserve our sym- 
pathy and support. 

In a world of complex and dan- 
gerous problems, how simple is 
this. All the strikers are asking is 
an extension of what Harry Golden 
calls the generally accepted ‘‘ver- 
tical integration’’ to the right to sit 
down in the company of their white 
fellow citizens in places where peo- 
ple are supposed to sit down. It is 
impossible to believe that good 
Americans in any section of the 
country will long be unwilling to 
pay so small a price in sacrifice 
of prejudice for the sake of so great 
a gain for our country’s honor and 
our own.

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School Needs To Be Met 


The proper choice for St. Louisans at the 
March 22 school election is clear and unmis- 
takable. In our judgment they have no rea- 
sonable alternative to approving the $1.77 
operating tax levy and the $29,535,000 in two 
bond issue authorizations. The needs are 
documented and they are compelling. Un- 
less the people see that they are met in full, 
the school system’s future will be dark 
indeed. 

While the bond proposals reqdire favor- 
able majorities of two thirds as against the 
simple majority necessary to set the tax rate, 
it is the levy that seems to be in trouble. A 
great deal of the heat generated on this issue 
has been stimulated by a School Board in 
debt for political favors to the ward poli- 
ticlans of both parties. Opposition to the 
Board has been erroneously transferred to 
opposition to the tax proposal. 

Granting the generally low quality of the 
Board, the fact is that the system’s need for 
greater tax support is urgent, and independ- 
ent of the personalities on the Board. The 
time to improve the caliber of the Board is 
at an election of its members. The issue on 
March 22 is the needs of the schools. 

* . - 

Twenty-two cents or 85 per cent of the in- 
crease is earmarked for the Instruction de- 
partment, largely for a $600-a-year salary in- 
crease to teachers and for hiring 105 new 
teachers necessary to cope with the increased 
enrollment expected next year. If the levy 
passes, the St. Louis teachers’ scale will re- 
main reasonably competitive with that in St. 
Louis county at the starting level. But even 
with the increase the top scale still would 
be less than that paid in 10 county school 
districts where classes are much smaller and 
teaching conditions generally superior. 

Only about 4 cents of the proposed higher 
levy would go to the Building department, 
most of it to cover deferred maintenance. 
Interiors of many schools have not been 
painted since 1948. In this fiscal year and 
the last one, the Building department has 
been spending less, partly because of the 
failure of lest year’s tax proposal and partly 
because of nonpolitical management under 
Acting Commissioner Dessau. 


The department’s budget for 1958-59 as 
prepared by George H. Fletcher, later re- 
moved from office by the Circuit Court, ran 
to about $6,900,000 and represented almost 
20 per cent of total school spending. Spend- 
ing this year is estimated at $6,036,000 or 
only 17% per cent of the total. Almost 
$900,000 in fat has been squeezed out of the 
department. The number of maintenance 
mechanics has been cut from 259 under 
Fletcher to 186 under Dessau. 

In the budget for the next school year, 
Building department spending would be only 
about 17 per cent of the total, and in the 
school year 1961-62 it would be 16.8 per 


cent. Instruction department spending, now 
about 73 per cent, would be 74% per cent 
next year and 74 per cent the following year. 

Can St. Louisans afford the higher levy? 
We think the answer is Yes. Most of the 
school districts in St. Louis county are spend- 
ing substantially more per pupil than is spent 
in St. Louis. And the same pattern prevails 
when spending here is compared with that in 
other parts of the country. St. Louis stands 
fifteenth among the 18 largest cities in school 
spending per pupil. It ranks eighth among 
the 14 largest cities in the Great Lakes-Great 
Plains region. 

Voters who examine the proposals dispas- 
sionately will take one other favorable factor 
into account. Members of the Board have 
taken several steps recently that should pave 
the way for more efficient use of the tax and 
bond issue funds. 

The decision to place all departments under 
the supervision of the Superintendent of In- 
struction was a long step toward the “unit 
control,” or single-executive, form of admin- 
istration long considered necessary. 

The decision to elect a Building Commis- 
sioner from a panel submitted by qualified 
outsiders was a commendable move away 
from back room politics. The decision to put 
the supervision of bond issue spending in the 
hands of the same citizens’ watch-dog com- 
mittee that is presently handling the $110,- 
000,000 municipal bond issue likewise looks 
to a wise sharing of power with outsiders. 

And the decision to work for elimination 
of the captive architectural department should 
mean better built schools at less cost than 
under the present archaic method. 

* o + z 

It can be argued that not all members of 
the Board have changed their spots, and 
that as a whole it remains a weak one. But 
voters who use this argument as an excuse 
for opposing the tax levy and bond issues 
will be striking, not the members of the 
Board, but the 86,000 children to whom St. 
Louis owes an educational obligation. Citi- 
zens who take that obligation seriously will 
resolve to put first things first. Assuring 
adequate support for the schools unquestion- 
ably takes top priority. 

The Post-Dispatch already has indorsed the 
two bond issue proposals. One is for $24,- 
297,000 to provide urgently needed new class- 
room space and to modernize many obsolete 
facilities. The other is for $5,238,000 for fire 
safety improvements that will make eveny 
school in the system as well protected against 
a holocaust as the newer buildings now are. 
The need for the higher operating levy has 
now been clearly established and we indorse 
it as well. 

We urge St. Louisans on March 22 to turn 
in the necessary majorities for the building 
bond issue, for the fire‘safety proposal, and 
for the operating levy. 


For Unity in Foreign Aid 

Representatives of the group of nations 
meeting in Washington to co-ordinate meth- 
ods of supplying economic aid have an im- 
portant task. If agreement can be reached 
on uniform ways of helping underdeveloped 
countries, friction and duplication will be 
reduced and the free world will be in stronger 
position to offset the economic offensive of 
the Soviet Union. An agreement will also 
result in more aid, since Administration lead- 
ers have promised to increase American 
spending in Asia, Africa and the Middle East 
if other industrialized nations step up assist- 
ance. 


One major objective of the chief American 
delegate, Under Secretary of State Douglas 
Dillon, will be to emphasize the advantages 
of long-term low-cost loans as the preferred 
way of helping underdeveloped countries. 
The United States is tending more and more 
to this approach, but many of the European 
nations are extending short-term credits and 
special export guarantees. A uniform ap- 
proach is much to be desired, and we would 
hope the other countries at the conference 
table will see the problem as the United 
States does. 


Participants in the four-day meeting are, 
besides the United States, Britain, France, 
Canada, West Germany, Belgium, Italy, Portu- 
gal and Japan. Whatever recommendations 
are adopted will be forwarded to the partici- 
pating governments for approval. No new 
machinery will be established. A meeting of 
minds should not be too difficult, as the need 
seems obvious. 


Mr. Motley Far Afield 


Arthur H. Motley observed his election as 
president of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States by committing a serious 
blunder. Mr. Motley, a Republican, observed 
that the forthcoming summit conference is 
“a Republican conference, no matter what 
anybody says . . . if it fails, it will be a Re- 
publican defeat.” It seems to us a mistake to 
hang a partisan label on an international con- 
ference of this kind, though such a move 
would not be surprising if initiated by Demo- 
cratic office-sseekers. The comment seems 
out of place when made By the new president 
of a business men’s organization. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce public relations staff will 
have to give Mr. Motley some instruction. 


Flight From Cuba 


During the exchange of vehement political 
remarks between Washington and Havana, 
strong economic factors also have been injur- 
ing relations of the United States and Cuba. 
Now the Castro government is taking over 
the Moa Bay nickel mine. 

Freeport Nickel Co. was closing its min- 
ing development, which had promised jobs 
for 1000 Cubans. A new Cuban mining law 
places a 5 per cent tax on minerals mined, 
a 25 per cent tax on minerals shipped and a 
property tax on the mine itself. An older 
tax of nearly 50 per cent affects mining 
profits. Even if there were no profits, the 
Freeport Sulphur Co. subsidiary would have 
to pay the ore taxes. ' 

Other Castro decrees add to the difficul- 
ties of business both foreign and domestic. 
Companies have beén told to raise their wages 
and cut their prices but not to reduce their 
employment. An effort to protect dollar re- 
serves has made it almost impossible for 
firms to import materials or send out dollars 
to pay for them. In addition, there is the con- 
tinued threat of expropriation which already 
has affected about $6,000,000 of the total 
$800,000,000 American investment in Cuba. 


The 20-year bonds supposed to pay for this 
have not even been issued. 

Instead of regulating business carefully 
to national advantage, the Castro government 
has embarked on harassment. Some Ameri- 
can firms have found it impossible to oper- 
ate, while others with heavy long-term in- 
vestment find it difficult to pull out. But 
the results for the Cuban people may be even 
more damaging. The Castro policies were 
allegedly directed toward economic diversity, 
progress and freedom. Their effect is to 
deny Cuba funds for diversification and new 
employment. The economic freedom which 
the republic has gained under Castro so far 
is freedom to stagnate. 


Oh, NO! 

Yes, that is what the weather man says in 
his chilly prose—more snow, below normal 
temperatures, a little warmer, colder again 
and more snow. This will undoubtedly go 
down in the local history books as The Year 
of the Great March Snows. At the end of the 
second week the weather man reported 11 
inches still on the ground, not counting the 
drifts and the white wayside mounds attest- 
ing to the strained backs and aching mus- 
cles of conscientious householders. The snow 
should have been here at Christmastime; it 
has lost the appeal of novelty. Galoshed citi- 
zens now face each day in grim determination 
to win the battle against the gutters of slush 
downtown and the treacherous footing in the 
suburbs. Dreams of spring’s advent March 
20 are fading; why cry spring when there is 
no spring? Small comfort that March must go 
out like a lamb, since it came in like a lion. 
Man’s fate is mirrored in the press—chance 
of snow. Not again! Oh, NO! 
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A New Platform Idea 


The Democrats have hit upon a constructive 
idea in their plan to hold public hearings 
throughout the country to let citizens say 
what they think should be in the 1960 party 
platform. If properly used, the hearings will 
give platform writers a valuable insight into 


the wishes of the electorate and will give vot- 


ers a sense of participation in the solution of 
party problems. The Democrats also should 
benefit from what is likely to be favorable 
publicity about the plan. 


National Chairman Paul Butler’s announce- 
ment of the unprecedented project is signifi- 
~cant. He said, “It is our conviction that this 
year’s decisive election should be contested 
principally on the basis of the great issues 
which face the American nation and that 
what we will stand for in this campaign is 
every bit as important as who shall lead us to 
victory.” In 1956 Democrats, facing an im- 
mensely popular Republican President, em- 
phasized the party program over their presi- 
dential candidate, Adlai Stevenson. This year 
they have a different reason for stressing 
the party—no unusually popular figure has 
emerged and no one knows who will win the 
presidential nomination. 


Consequently, at least in the spring when 
the hearings are to take place, the party will 
be wise to stress issues rather than candidates. 
The hearings also may tend to form a bridge 
between Democratic congressional leaders who 
want the platform to be based on their legisla- 
tive record and regional, state and national 
leaders out of Congress who advocate more 
liberal planks. | 

Party platform committees ordinarily hold 
public hearings in advance of the nominating 
conventions, but these take place in the con- 
vention city and naturally admit of limited 
participation. The Democrats have a chance 
to broaden the base of platform-writing; Re- 
publicans might well consider it.

THE SPIRIT AND THE FLESH, by 
David Weiss. (Doubleday, 504 pgs., 
$4.95.) 


The spirit was willing but the flesh 


was weak—that’s the end of the story. ~ 


This novel about Isadora Duncan, the 
American-born interpretive dancer of 
the early century, clings closely to 
the true-life reality .of that star- 
crossed bacchante. So it follows her 
through all the ups and downs of her 


»famous affairs, her European triumphs, 


the tragedy of her later days, and her 
final downfall in search of her van- 
ished youth. 

Actually, Weiss disguises his dancer 
under the name of Lenora Malcolm, 
perhaps for reasons of libel, and he 
traces her days with fidelity—but he 
never explores her heart. Although 


the title makes mention of “spirit,” 
we seldom see the spirit of Isadora~ 
the free-flowing grace of her recreated 
Grecian dance which was a thing of 
vivid joy. 

In her diaphanous, revealing robes, 
her graceful young body moved men’s 
hearts and the shy little girl from 
San Francisco became the toast of 
Paris and the glory of Athens. 

With her theatrical success, the shy- 
ness and inhibitions fell away, even as 
her bare white legs and exposed body 
astonished the blase Old World and 
challenged the formal ballet of tra- 
dition. Leonora took lovers and bore 
their children, and Weiss follows the 
story line faithfully for her beloved 
babies drown in the Seine when a 
careless chauffeur drives her car over 
an embankment.

Two teaspoons salt. 

Three tablespoons melted 
shortening. 

Four cups sifted enriched flour 
(about). 

One egg white, slightly beaten. 

Coarse salt. 

Caraway seeds (optional). 

Soften yeast in water. Add 
milk, sugar, salt and shortening. 
Add enough flour to make a 
thick batter. Mix well. Add more 
flour, enough to make a soft 
dough. 


Turn out on lightly floured 
board or pastry cloth and knead 
until smooth and satiny. Place in 
greased bowl, cover and let rise 
until doubled (about one and 
one-half hours). When light, 
punch down. Divide dough into 
small portions and shape into 
balls. Let rest 10 minutes.

Roll each ball under palms of 
hands to form “sticks,” about 
one-half inch in diameter. (Or 
divide dough into four portions, 
shape into balls and let rest 10 
minutes. Roll each ball of dough 
into circular shape about one- 
eighth inch thick. Cut into pie- 
shaped pieces. Roll up tightly, 
beginning at wide end). 

Brush with egg white. Sprinkle 
with coarse salt and caraway 
seeds if desired. Place on 
greased baking sheet and let rise 
until doubled (about 30 minutes). 
Bake in moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees) about 15 minutes. 

Yield: About three and one- 
half dozen sticks. 


Corn bread is one of the most 
popular, homey types of bread, 
Here is a new variation, excel- 
lent to serve with Lenten salads. 
It also may be used as the base 
of a hearty entree; simply spoon 
it from the baking pan and top 
with creamed eggs, fish or 
vegetables. 

After the batter is turned into 
the pan for baking, a savory 
mixture is spooned over the top 
and ‘marbled in” with the back 
of a spoon or a knife so that it 
is distributed throughout each 
serving. 

Marbled Corn Bread. 

One and one-fourth cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, 

Three-fourths cup yellow corn 
meal. 

Three tablespoons sugar. 

Four and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-third cup melted butter or 
margarine. 

One egg, beaten. 

Two-thirds cup milk. 

Cheese-Olive Mixture: 

One tablespoon instant minced 
onion. 

Two tablespoons water. 

One-half cup ripe olive wedges. 

One cup grated American 
cheese. 

Two tablespoons cream. 

One-half teaspoon chili pow- 
der. 

Sift flour, corn meal, sugar, 
baking powder and salt into 
bowl. 


Add butter, egg and milk and 
mix to smooth batter. Turn into 
greased eight or nine-inch square 
baking pan. Spoon Cheese-Olive 
mixture over batter and “‘marble 
in’ with back of spoon or with a 
knife. Bake in a hot oven (425 
degrees) about 25 to 30 minutes. 

Cheese-Olive Mixture: Stir in- 
stant minced onion into water; 
let stand a few minutes. Combine 
all ingredients, stirring to blend. 
Heat gently a few minutes so 
mixture will spread easily. 

Yield: About eight servings.

CLASSIC, but sometimes com- 
plicated, desserts become mod- 
ern favorites when part of the 
recipe is simplified.

Prepare pie filling as directed 
on package, using one-half cup 
sugar, two cups water and one 
egg or two egg yolks.

(To avoid surface film, 
place waxed paper directly on 
surface of hot pudding). Chill. 

Meanwhile measure sifted 
flour, add baking powder and 
salt, and sift again. 


Beat eggs in small bowl with 
sturdy rotary beater or at high 
speed of electric mixer until 
thick and lemon-colored.

Revue Is Bursting 


All Over TV Screen 


NEW YORK, March 10. 

ONE THING ABOUT THIS SEASON, bless its little heart, 
is that it has produced a revue from out of nowhere. Sud- 
denly, without prearrangement, everyone—well, almost every- 
one—is doing a sort of sho.:thand version of revue. Art 
Carney has done several, 
in one of which he did the 
memorable parody on 
“Separate Tables” that 
was a small masterpiece; 
Sid Caesar has done a 
couple, and “Four for To- 
night,” with Tammy 
Grimes, Beatrice Lillie, 
Tony Randall and Cyril 
Ritchard, contributed a 
rather different one. 

The great theatrical 
revues of my memory 
were “As Thousands 
Cheer,”’ which may have 
been the best one ever 
done, and “The Bandwag- 
on.” The revue form was 
a string of satiric pearls 
strung on a single thread 
or theme which sometimes 
got stretched pretty far. 
The other night Art Car- 
ney gave us “The Best of Anything,” a tight, pointed, satiric, 
brainy little revue which was strung around the idea of 
awards, this being the award-happiest nation in the universe. 


I won’t pretend it was all great but it had moments of 
rare glee. It opened with Carney playing an investigating 
Senator (with many of Senator Symington’s mannerisms) who 
becomes a wild ham when the TV cameras turn on him. 
Then there was a satire on the Arthur Murray Party and this 
was pretty heavy-handed for the very simple reason that 
the Arthur Murray Party is a satire on itself to start out with. 
‘It’s almost impossible to parody a parody. However, the 
: spectacle of Arthur tiptoeing in his celebrated lopsided walk 
+ behind his wife’s back was worth the price of admission.

Next came a satire on Leonard Bernstein’s pro- 
gram in which Mr. Bernstein’s habit of asking a 
question and then answering it was neatly skewered. 
“Why do I do this? I think anyone would have to 
be a musician to understand the fantastic amount of 
money I get for doing this. What am I doing now? 
I’m walking.” 


There was also a parody on “Room at the Top” which 
was very funny and sharp-witted, a cute song called ‘Still I 
Won First Prize at the Fair’; a satire on the Miss America 
contest which again, regrettably, was not quite as satiric 
as the real article; and the show finished with a very funny, 
almost burlesque-type sketch in which a man awarded a 
peace prize starts a mammoth brawl at the award dinner. 


I might add that the program contained a couple of 
blackouts—and they, too, seem to be coming back. A good 
blackout sketch is almost a two-line joke—a sight gag that 
should leave you gasping with laughter—quick as a flash. 
Tony Randall did a couple of good ones in ‘‘Four for Tonight.” 
In each of these programs, ideas were the star of the show. 


By ideas, I mean points of view that appear to have 
sprung out of the newspapers or the life around us rather 
than out of somebody else’s program which seems to be the 
chief source of supply out in Hollywood. Perhaps the revue 
form is coming back. On Broadway, ‘“‘The Thurber Carnival,” 
a sort of human revue, has just opened to unanimaisly 
pleasant notices. ‘“‘La Plume de ma Tante,” the French 
revue, runs on and on. 


Revue had been pretty dead on Broadway since 
“Call Me Mister” in 1946 which was the last revue 
written around a single theme (the Army) of universal 
appeal. Television was credited with a large share 
of the blame for killing revue in the theater because 
Sid Caesar could get on the air with a subject in a 
week where it might take a year to get a revue on 
Broadway. The revues that have crept back to Broad- 
way have avoided, you'll notice, the topical in favor 
of the human, 


Television still has a great source of supply in topical 
material. I wish they'd exploit it more often. 


I DOUBT VERY MUCH that television is ever going to 
get very far with self-reform so long as John Doerfer remains 
chairman of the Federal Communications Commission. Doerfer 
has always been an apologist for the industry rather than 
the trustee of the public frequencies he was appointed to be. 
Toddling around on a yacht owned by a broadcaster who is 
operating 13 radio and television stations that are supposedly 
under his jurisdiction, is not a criminal offense but it cer- 


* tainly reveals a terrible blindness towards his responsibilities. 


How are we to expect standards of high probity from an 
industry when the public official in charge of regulating that 
industry seems not to know what integrity is composed of? 
John Doerfer ought to resign. But since there seems little 
likelihood of that, President Eisenhower should dismiss him.

Figuring Your 
Income Tax

FOURTH OF A SERIES . 
WHO’S A DEPENDENT? 
That’s the $600 question. For 
each dependent you can right- 
fully claim—in filing your 1959 
income tax return—you knock 
$600 off your income before 
what’s left is taxable. 

A dependent could be your 
child, parent, some other rela- 
tive, or even a friend. The rules 
are different for different kinds 
of dependents. Let’s get the 
friend out of the way first. That’s 
the easiest. 

You can claim him as a de- 
pendent if he lived in your house 
the full year, if no income of his 
own amounted to $600, and if he 
got more than half his support 
from you. A paid servant in your 
house is not a dependent. 

You can’t claim as a dependent 
a stillborn child. But you can 
claim one who was born or died 
anytime in 1959, provided you 
contributed to more than half 
his support in that part of the 
year while he was alive. 

Your own child, adopted child 
or stepchild can be claimed as a 
dependent, if he got more than 
half his support from you in 1959 
and even if he had $600 or more 
income, provided he was under 
19, or, if he was 19, he was a 
full-time student. 

If such a child had that much 
income he'd have to file his own 
return, claiming his own $600 ex- 
emption, but you could still claim 


* him as a dependent, get a $600 


exemption for him on your return 
and not have to include his in- 
come in your return. 

If your child, stepchild or 
adopted child received a school 
scholarship, it is not considered 
income in determining whether 


New Rules

NEW YORK, 
March 10 (AP). 

A MARTINI at 35,000 feet is 
more than a cocktail. It’s a con- 
troversy. 

Although a drink or two before 
dinner has become an accepted 
part of air travel, many people 
responsible for air safety don’t 
like it. 

Many pilots and stewardesses 
insist liquor threatens the safety 
of an airliner. Their bosses and 
the Federal Aviation Agency de- 
fend the airborne cocktail on the 
ground that there is no evidence 
to condemn it. 


For more than five years the 
Airline Pilots Association and 
the Air Line Stewards and 
Stewardesses Association have 
urged Congress to bar drink- 
ing on airplanes. Bills have 
passed the House but never 
got by the Senate. 


Last July, James T. Pyle, dep- 
uty administrator of FAA, told 
the House Commerce subcom- 
mittee that a survey had re- 
vealed no specific drinking inci- 
dents which directly threatened 
an airliner’s safety. 


There were some _ incidents 
which were potentially hazard- 
ous, he conceded. But in almost 
every case, said Pyle, these 
were caused by passengers who 
had been drinking before board- 
ing the plane or had brought 
their liquor with them. 

But the FAA feels it has regu- 
lated the ‘‘bottle sucker” into 
sobriety with new rules —the 
first governing drinking aloft— 
which take effect today. The 
rules: 

1. Require airlines to refuse to

They argue 
that no air crash has ever been 
traced to a drinking passenger, 
that competition requires air- 
lines to serve liquor, the pub- 
lic demands it, and prohibi- 
tion just wouldn’t work any- 
way. 


“If everyone would agree, I 
would be the first to say let’s 
eliminate it,” says Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, board chairm 
of Eastern Airlines. . 

“We finally had to begin serv- 
ing liquor because our prime 
competitor, National, had been 
serving it for more than a year,” 
says William L. Morrisette Jr., 
Eastern’s vice president of sales 
and traffic. ‘“‘There were some 
passengers who left us simply 
because they could buy liquor 
on other lines.” 

Not all crew members con- 
demn liquor service. Steward- 
ess Jane Gary of Miami, who 
works for Eastern, says: “I 
would rather serve liquor than 
anything else. You ask a pas- 
senger, ‘Would you like a 
drink?’ and it makes him so 
happy.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
President’s Report 


NEW YORK, March 10. 

WE ALL LISTENED with interest Tuesday evening to 
the President reporting on his Latin-American trip. But 15 
minutes is not a long time in which to give a comprehensive 
account of what occurred during a trip that must have been 
packed full of impressions and observations. These many, 
many impressions will need much reflection and analyzing to 
be really evaluated correctly. 

The President made no specific promises of aid, but said 
the United States will continue to help in the development of 
its sister nations to the South in the most effective way it can. 
He reaffirmed the United States pledge in its support of the 
principle of the Rio de Janeiro treaty of 1947—that an attack 
on one of the 21 American Republics is an attack on all which 
all, particularly the United States, will resist. This shield of 
protection, he said, should enable some Latin-American coun- 
tries to spend less on armaments and more toward their 
economic development. 


The need in many South American nations is 
diversification in production, This is also true among 
the African nations. Therefore, it is evident that with 
the newly emerging African nations there will have to 
‘be a study made, because many of these nations 
will produce some of the same things that have 
been produced in South America. 


It is certain that if buying power is stepped up, the world 
will need all that can be produced either for food consump- 
tion or for basic materials going into industrial development. 
But this requires an over-all look at the world as a whole, 
and the President must have returned from his trip with his 
mind and imagination stimulated to range far into the future. 

Let us hope that he can communicate the outline of some 
of the visions of future possibilities, so that the minds of our 
people may be stretched, and we may go beyond our immedi- 
ate home interests and look at our interests in the context of 
the broader vision of world development. 
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Bobby Darin--A Singer Even Parents Like

THE CURRENT SWEET 
SOUND to the youth in the land, 
the singer most likely to be 
heard above all others in the 
motley uproar of the record in- 
dustry, is Bobby Darin. In the 
quick-turnover field of popular 
singers his success has been 
what the trade calls “‘startlingly 
rapid,”” an expression that prob- 
ably means smart promotion got 
the usual fast results. 


Darin’s success contains an 
element that seems improbable: 
he pleases most adults as well 
as their offspring. In this age 
of singers specializing in the 
children’s market it is quaintly 
historical to recall that once upon 
upon a time pop-music record- 
ings satisfied all ages with one 
type of product—Lanny Ross, 
Bing Crosby, Russ Columbo. 


One left-over Columbo man, 
now a father of five and strug- 
gling for survival during ex- 
posure to a wide range of child- 
hood and teen-age tastes in rec- 
ords, said, ‘‘Darin’s records are 
the only ones my kids bring 
home that I wouldn’t destroy if 
I had the chance. Or the cour- 
age.” 

Despite this drawback of adult 
approval, the children indorse 
Darin with all their hearts and 
souls and considerable of their 
allowances. A popular singer’s 
basic wealth is reckoned to de- 
pend upon how much of the teen- 
age allowance money his rec- 
ords can command. If he can 
command a lot of it, and not 
alienate the adult money-spend- 
ing. population of the United 
States, the singer should be able 
to contemplate glory and re- 
wards without limit. He can go 
on to engagements in fancy night 
clubs -with a clear conscience. 
He is not being untrue to the 
children who gave him his start. 

Darin has gone on. He is per- 
forming here in the Chase Club. 
He opened March 2 and will 
close on March 16. A fine two 
weeks is contemplated by all. 

Acting on the advice of a hotel 
spakesman that the Chase Club’s 
9 o’clock show on Saturday night 
would be the Children’s Hour 
with a large representation of 
adults also there to give the com- 
position of the audience good 
balance, I went to determine, in 
order, what the man does and 
how he does it and what effect 
he has upon the audience. The 
same hotel spokesman said that 
Darin was a remarkably obliging 
entertainer and would be pleased 
to answer questions during what 
should have been his rest period 
between shows. 

Immediate, accurate informa- 
tion on Darin was available at 
a table center-front to the large 
stage. Barbara Arrow, 17 years 
old, a junior at Hazlewood high 
school and the president of the 
Bobby Darin International Fan 
Club, was seated at the table 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Arrow. Miss Arrow was 
Darin’s Guest. She has been 
since the opening night and she 
will be every night until the 
closing. 

Miss Arrow is a pretty, de- 
mure girl. She would win, 
easily, a contest to determine 
The Girl Most Unlikely to Be a 
Presley Fan. I began to sus- 
pect, looking at Miss Arrow, that 
there was considerably more to 
Darin than rock ’n’ roll. 

She said there was. In fact, 
there is not much rock ’n’ roll 
left in him at all now. He be- 
gan as a rock ’n’ roll singer, 
Miss Arrow said, four years ago. 
He now is 23. The past half-year 
or so has seen the best of Darin 
to date by far and the anthem of 
the Darin march has been ‘‘Mack 
the Knife,” taken from the 
*‘Three-Penny Opera.” If there 
is a label for “Mack the Knife” 
it is big-city folk song, or ‘““‘Tom 
Dooley” meets jazz and lives 
happily, dangerously ever after. 

Miss Arrow became a Darin 
fan slightly more than two years 
ago. The way time is reckoned 
in the recording industry this 
was the Ice Age in the Darin de- 
velopment and there is no over- 
estimating the foresight of Miss 
Arrow in the matter. She de- 
termined to found a Bobby Darin 
fan club. 

“T wrote and learned the presi- 
dency would be between me and 
several other girls,” Miss Ar- 
row said. “I had experience 
with Clint Walker fan clubs—”

television,””’ Mrs. Arrrow said. 

‘and I think that experience 
helped,” her daughter contin- 
ued. 


“I was made the president. 
We have almost 900 members 
and 60 chapters. We’re in Ha- 
waii and all over. We don’t 
have a chapter but we have 
a member in Italy and New 
Mexico and Thailand and 
Japan. We put out a Bobby 
Darin Journal. Most of the 
Journal is about Bobby but 
sometimes we feature the hon- 
oraries. Sammy Davis Jr. is 
an honorary.” 


“We felt,” said Mrs. Arrow, 
“that if Barbara could see Bobby 
perform every night he was 
here, see how he delivers a 
song, it would help her write 
more intelligently about him in 
the Journal.” 

I thought of an_ intelligent 
question. I asked Miss Arrow 
what Bobby Darin has become 
since his withdrawal, presum- 
ably gradual and strategic, from 
rock ’n’ roll. 

‘Well, he’s getting to be more 
like Frank Sinatra,’’ Miss Arrow 
said. 

I asked her if she liked Sinatra. 
She smiled gently and made an 
almost indistinguishable motion 
with her head. The motion was 
*‘no.”’ 

That was the only intelligent 
question in my repertory so I 
left the Arrows and went to the 
back of the room, the better to 
watch the people. A dark-haired 
young man entered. He was car- 
rying a book of sheet-music. The 
book’s cover was stamped, ‘‘Bob- 
by Darin.”’ 

None of the young people near 
the entrance failed to observe 
the young man, or his book of 
sheet music, but they did no 
more than look once at him, 
either. He was Dick Behrke, 23 
years old, occupation piano- 
player, and Darin’s friend since 
childhood. Behrke is a pleasant 
young man. He answered ques- 
tions with a minimum of words 
and a maximum of information. 

“There are three of us in the 
troupe,”’ Behrke said. ‘‘Bobby, 
Ronny Zito on the drums and 
myself. It wasn’t until a year 
ago that Bobby could afford to 
carry someone to play piano for 
him. He sent for me.” 

I asked Behrke if Darin had 
been much for song in his youth. 
Darin and Behrke were youths 
together in New York City’s 
Bronx. 

Behrke said, “Funny thing; 
Bobby didn’t sing until he was 
18. He was a drummer, and 
good. But he wanted to be out 
front, to do dramatics or some- 
thing to face the crowd. So he 
decided to sing.” 

Behrke sounds familiar with 
his friend’s motives but the 
story needs augmenting. Darin’s 
first singing was on records for 
music publishers, presenting 
songs composed by Darin. His 
first hit was entirely of his own 
doing, both the song and the 
singing, and had a title no rock 
‘n’ roll sufferer easily could for- 
get: “Splish-Splash.” 


Darin came on-stage. He is 
about 5-9, slightly over 150 
pounds, and he has energy. He 
roams the stage while he per- 


forms and sometimes has the | 


appearance of a_ branched-out 
Presley, a man who has learned 
to walk fast while he twitches. 

He has a line of patter be- 
tween songs but the patter’s 
main function seems to be to 
tide him over from one number 
to the next. He did several | 
ballads and there was a strong | 
suggestion of Sinatra in some | 

of the sounds he produced. Then | 
he went into ‘‘My Darling Clem- | 
entine.” He worked hard in the | 
mines with Clementine, dragging | 
out every nugget that old rouser | 
can strike in an audience, 

Standing at the back of the 
room, Kenneth White, the hotel’s 

manager, kept time to Clemen- | 
tine and watched Darin with pro- 
fessional satisfaction. 

‘“He’s not a stingy worker,” 
White said. ‘Some of these 
young ‘name’ entertainers give 
you just what they’ve got to and 
no more. He'll keep working 
until he’s sure he’s got the house 
sold and satisfied.” 

Darin went into a wail of rock 
’n’ roll, “I mean I got uh wom- 
an-uh! Is she mah bay-bee-uh!”’ 
He was good at it, satirically 
good, somebody said in the back 
of the room. Then Darin intro- 
duced the audience to Behrke, 
“The best friend I have in the 
world,”’ the orchestra struck a | 
note, and about 500 of some 700 
persons in the room _ joined 
forces in knowledgeable gasps, 
cheers and semi-groans of de- 
light. “‘Mack the Knife’’ was at 
hand. 

Darin finished his act, made 
an exit and several returns for 
bows, walking slowly. Once 
someone tried to reach for his 
arm and Darin indicated he 
was firmly against the notion. 
He went from the stage direct- 
ly to his room, taking the back- 
stairs route. In his room, he 
changed to slacks and a robe 
and put a Grieg piano concerto 
on a record player. He had a 
Beethoven album on stand-by 
duty. He adjusted the volume 
carefully, loud enough for him 
to be conscious of it and soft 
enough not to interfere with 
general cenversation. 


Darin has one of the looks of 
success—fatigue. He dismissed 
the notion that he might rather 
be left alone, to rest. “I like to 
talk to people,”’ he said. ‘“That’s 
the way I learn things, from peo- 
ple. I don’t read as much as I 
should.”

“DEAR MR. ALDEN,” writes 
a trusting soul, “would you 
please include in your column 
a good recipe for chili?” 

I can include a recipe for 
chili. I can include half a dozen 
recipes for chili, no two alike. 
Chili happens to be something 
no two people seem to agree 
on. One man’s chili is another 
man’s poison. 

A lot seems to depend on where 
a chili eater lives. Down South, 
especially in Texas, they like 
it hot. The closer you get to 
Mexico, the hotter they like it. 
In some parts of the country 
they like it greasy, in other 
parts they like it watery. Some 
like tomatoes, some are opposed. 


The dish, as you may know, 
originated in Mexico, and down 
in Texas they eat a type of chili 
which is pretty close to the orig- 
inal. Not too close. Gringoes 
can’t take it. They change it 
just enough to make it edible 
by the average American, like 
this: 

The first ingredient is time. 
Don’t try to make this chili in a 
hurry. First, chop a large onion 
and a clove of garlic and fry 
them in a deep pan in a table- 
spoon of olive oil. Then add 
a pound of good ground beef and 
cook it slowly. Very slowly. 
When all is brown, ‘put in a can 
of tomatoes, a chopped green 
pepper, a goodly pinch of celery 
salt and the same of red pepper,

If you 
can’t get your hands on dried

What you have is a pretty 
highly concentrated article which 
will keep for days.

If you want it 
with beans, add pinto beans. 


IF YOU WANT to take less 
time and trouble, you can turn 
out what is usually referred to 
around the country as “a bow! of 
red,” like this. And it isn’t too 
bad. 

Heat three tablespoons of 
grease in a heavy, three-quart 
sauce pan. In it saute a pound 
of lean ground chuck, a chopped 
onion, a minced clove of garlic 
and a coarsely diced green pep- | 
per. Saute them until the meat — 
is browned. 

Then add a number two can of | 
tomatoes, same size can of kid- | 
ney beans and season it all with | 
a few drops of Tabasco (if you |
